For all that, there is at least some 

support for Gchicn’s astonishing ihesis. 
A 1947 book called Who Killed Hit- 
ler? states: “Russian intelligence reported 
Bormann under arrest, a prisoner of , 
the Red Army in the Berlin area in 
early July 1945 — two months after Ber- 
lin’s capture!” An International News 
Service story, in 1950 quotes Wilhelm 
HoettI, a Nazi secret service expert, as 
saying that Bormann and other former 
German onicials were running - a bu- 
reau in the U S.S.P.. to “reorganize Ger- 
many, East and West, along the lines 
of a people's democracy.”

Bonn 
olTicials are also studying (he possibility 
(hat Gehicn may have broken the law 
by not making evidence in his pos- 
session available to the eovemment. 
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
